Dalton Select Board — Annual Report — Spring 2021 


As your elected Select Board members, we strive to represent the best interests of the Town. 
We continue to appreciate the depth of knowledge and experience required to accomplish the 
work of the Select Board and to manage Town affairs. 


We implemented an upgrade to our accounting software package in the Spring of 2020. This 
upgrade included the many difficulties that often accompany changes in software systems. 
Unfortunately, these challenges were amplified by COVID-related hiring delays and staff turn- 
over. However, we now report the successful transition to a new accounting firm and full 
implementation of the accounting software upgrade. Our new accounting firm provides 
accounts payable and payroll services, with savings of approximately $500 per month. 


We continue with changes to implement best practices for municipal accounting and 
management. For example, computers have been upgraded in conjunction with necessary 
system changes to provide improved cyber security. A professional audit firm performed the 
required audit of 2019 financial statements in lieu of an elected auditor. Select Board members 
stepped in to fulfill the essential administrative assistant duties and provide training. The 
admin. assistant position is key to smooth operation of the Business of the Town. Preventative 
maintenance of town facilities included replacing a manhole cover, furnace repair, replacement 
of light fixtures and replacement of the Ansul System that allows use of the commercial stove in 
the municipal building. The Town’s decision to transition to police coverage provided by a 
contract with the State Police was successfully implemented. 


Overlaying all Town operations since the Spring of 2020 has been the global COVID pandemic. 
Early in the pandemic, the Select Board provide remote access to meetings, and required masks 
and social distancing for in-person attendance. To protect the safety of all participants, the 
Select Board went to remote only meetings when the Coos County COVID incident rates spiked 
late in 2020. Throughout the year, our Dalton Fire/Rescue first responders and our Health 
Officer maintained their services with enhanced training and personal protective equipment 
and practices. The Select Board submitted multiple grant applications to obtain the maximum 
reimbursement possible under the NH allocation of CARES Act funding. 


The Select Board expresses our appreciation for the dedicated work of our town employees, 
our elected officials, those who serve on town boards, and the many citizens who volunteer 
selflessly. We appreciate your time, energy and expertise!

I would like to take this opportunity to provide a report to the residents of Dalton regarding the 
calls for service that the State Police have responded to in your community during the last year.

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2020 LIBRARIAN REPORT 


The Dalton Public Library has free downloadable books, audio, and 
video for our patrons. We have public access computers and wireless 
internet which are used whenever we are open. We also offer FAX and 
copying service during our open hours. 

This past year has been a trial for everyone and the library was no 
exception. We were physically closed during the pandemic and were ona 
limited opening after September. During the spring and summer I 
transferred books and materials to patrons with curbside pickup and 
deliveries to homes and meeting places. After school started in September 
the library was open on limited hours and provided curbside pickup to 
patrons still wanting that service. When visiting the library we have 
requested the recommended 6 foot distance, masks to be worn, and hand 
sanitizer is available for all that enter the library. 

Throughout the year the library offers times when our materials are 
pulled for the book sale and can be purchased. At the Old Town Hall, we 
maintain a collection of adult and children’s books, as well as puzzles and 
books on tape for sale. We use this money to purchase more books and 
materials. Several shelves were cleared of books and transported to 
donation centers to make room for the community food pantry being held 
at the Old Town Hall. We offer books and materials to anyone visiting the 
food pantry at no cost. 

The library hosts a quilt/sewing group that meets once a week at the 
Old Town Hall. This is a free program for participants to learn from each 
other and to bring their own projects in to be completed. 

The library is located in the Municipal Building and is open on 
Monday and Wednesday 2-5 and by appointment for patrons.

Annual Report — Planning Board — 2020 


The Planning Board spent the year preparing a proposed permanent Zoning Ordinance for 
Dalton. We met twice per month in open public sessions. After COVID arrived we added the 
option for remote attendance. 


In the summer the planning board posted a draft zoning ordinance and requested public 
comments. Feedback from the town was incorporated in the next draft. 


A public hearing was held on December 9, 2020. It was held remotely due to the COVID 
pandemic. Approximately 30 people participated, and several people provided written 
comments prior to the public hearing. 


After review of the comments and discussion at the Public Hearing, the Planning Board 
determined that the best course of action would be to request a one-year extension of the ETZ. 
This will allow time to review the Master Plan and concurrently to incorporate public input ina 
further revision of proposed permanent zoning. It was acknowledged that a parallel process 
would be necessary, as a Master Plan update process typically takes more than one year. 


Although the Planning Board has actively solicited public feedback from the town it recognizes 
that many people within the town still have not been heard. A focus of effort in 2021 will be to 
find a way to reach out to more residents, as this was a reason for postponing bringing a 
permanent zoning ordinance before the voters of the town. The Planning Board will focus on 
reaching citizens by a variety of methods. 


Dalton Master Plan — Update — 2021 


The Dalton Master Plan was last updated in 2011, with a minor review in 2016. Based on 
feedback during the Public Hearing on the Zoning Ordinance, the Planning Board will move 
forward with updating the Dalton Master Plan. 


The board is considering a proposal from the North Country Council to assist with the Master 
Plan review and update. The town will also form a citizen committee to work on this initiative, 
with the directive to actively solicit input from the residents of town. 

Erik Nilsen will serve as the Planning Board liaison to the Master Plan committee. 

The planning Board is actively seeking Dalton residents to participate in this effort. If interested,

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Annual Report of the Dalton Historical Society 


The worldwide Coronavirus Pandemic is — pardon the pun — one for the history books. Like 
most non-essential organizations, our Historical Society has not held a person-to-person meeting 
in over a year. This doesn’t mean we have been sitting idly by, waiting for the world to start 
turning again. 


We did hold one regular meeting before Governor Sununu imposed COVID-19 restrictions, 
including a new term called “social distancing”. At this meeting, Jean Abbott told fellow 
members that she was stepping down from position of Treasurer. Members voted in Robert 
(Bob) Landry as new Treasurer. While Bob doesn’t live in Dalton, he grew up here and his 
family has been here for many years. 


We tried to look back in Dalton’s history, to see if the last pandemic, taking place in 1918-1920 
(known as the Spanish Flu), had any significant impact here. Unfortunately, there was little or 
nothing in vital records to indicate anyone actually died from that disease. There didn’t seem to 
be any unusual number of deaths. For those records that showed a cause, only one mentioned 
“influenza”, which could have meant “the” Spanish Flu, or whatever variety of common flu was 
prevalent at the time. 


There does seem to be an uptick in genealogical research in the past year, and some interest in 
local history. Perhaps staying at home more during the pandemic is causing this interest. 


In the last year, researchers have contacted us from as far away as Nebraska and Wisconsin. 
From a gravestone carver to farmers and storekeepers, people want to know how long their 
ancestors lived in Dalton, what did they do for work, and if we have any photos of them. They 
want to know where their house was, and if it is still standing. Sometimes they will share 
information about our past citizens, and where they went after living in Dalton. If we’re lucky, 
they share a photo. 


Local residents have an interest in how old their house is, or who might have lived there in the 
past. One party was curious about who owned their property when it might have been a 
stagecoach stop. They recently cleaned up an area where an old watering trough was located. 


We look forward to meeting again in person, once the COVID-19 restrictions get lifted.

We the Friends of the Dalton Town Hall have been 
able to continue anew in 2021 with our efforts to keep the old Town Hall open and 
available for the town residents to use. After canceling our fundraising ham and bean 
dinner in October over concerns of COVID-19, we decided to try a dinner in February 
with take out and delivery options only. Thanks to our many loyal patrons and volunteers 
it turned out to be a good fundraiser enabling us to pay the bills and keep the Hall open 
and available. The delivery option is something we are seriously considering making a 
part of our future dinners. 

The Town Hall has two bathrooms and a kitchen for warming food. Tables and 
chairs are also available for use making it a good place for gatherings of many kinds. The 
Hall is registered with New Hampshire’s Register of Historic Places, and the Dalton 
Historical Society still maintains their display of town artifacts, photographs and town 
history downstairs. 

Realizing that there may be some community members in need having to do with 
the pandemic the Congregational Church in coordination with the Friends now operate a 
food pantry in the back room. Open two nights a week the hours are Tuesday and 
Thursday nights from 5:00 to 7:00. Also in 2020 following the state COVID-19 
guidelines the Town Hall has been used by a card playing group, a quilting group, and 
fellowship after church on Sundays. The local Boy Scout Troop also used the Hall one 
evening to decorate wreathes for a fundraising event of theirs. Social distancing and 
mask wearing is strongly recommended and cleaning / sanitizing supplies are on hand for 
anyone wanting to use the Hall until things get back to normal. 

We are planning our annual Chicken BBQ this summer. Date is still to be 
announced, but will most likely be in August. We did have this event in 2020 with 
limited seating outside under the tent and we had many more take out orders than we 
have in the past. This worked out well for a lot of folks, so even though we have always 
had take out we will try to have delivery an option as well for this summers BBQ. 

It has been a very trying year for everyone. We will get through it if we stay 
strong and watch out for each other. “United we stand, divided we fall’ is attributed to 
one of our founding fathers John Dickinson and I think is fitting for these times. Stay 
well everyone.
